FIRST REPORT. 



HIE COMMITTEE who were appointed to take into consideration 
the several Petitions which were presented to the House, praying that 
the time might lie enlarged within which certain Petitioners, complain- 
ing ot undue Elections and Returns in Ireland, might enter into their 
Recognizances, and to report the Matters thereof, with their Obser- 
vations thereupon, to the House: — Have examined the matters 
to them referred. 

nr HAT with respect to the Petition of James Balter a, the agent of Richard Cm . k 
X Ronayne and others, Freeholders of the County of Cork, complaining of Election, 
an undue Election and Return for the said County; it appeared to Your Com- 
mittee unnecessary to consider how far the Parties had acted under a misconception 
of the Act of the 53d George the Third, ch. 71, intituled, “ An Act for amend in «■ 

“ and rendering more effectual the Laws for the Trials of controverted Elections 
“ and Returns of Members to serve in Parliament,” as taking them to have acted 
solely under the Act of the 28th George the Third, ch. 52, intituled, “ An Act 
“ for the further Regulation of the Trials of controverted Elections or Returns of 
Members to serve in Parliament,” it did not appear to Your Committee that 
they would have been in time under the regulations of that Act; and the Notice 
required by the Standing Order of the House founded upon it, of the nth day of 
February 1789, no step having been taken by the agent to proceed upon the 
Recognizance till the 17th instant, so that if Notice had been immediately given 
to the sitting Member, which, according to the uniform construction put by the 
Examiners, of Election Recognizances upon the term “ due” in the said Order, 
must have been two clear days, the examination could not have taken place until 
the 20th instant, which would have been a day beyond the last day for completing 
the Recognizance. x 

That with respect to the Petition of Edward Alderson , agent for the Petition of Drogheda 
James Gernon, Roger Hamill, Esquires, and others, complaining of an undue Election. 
Election and Return for the County of the Town of Drogheda ;— It appeared to 
Your Committee, That the delay in this case arose from the substitution of one of 
the Petitioners for another, in the Recognizance entered into in Ireland; the 
Notice given in England having stated that Mr. Gernon would enter into the Re- 
cognizance, as appears to have been intended ; but that from his illness and 
apprehension of the consequences of his being called to England, he declined at 
the time, and after an endeavour to obtain the Recognizance of another of the 
Petitioners, who was found to be dangerously ill, Mr. Crolley, another of the Pe- 
titioners, entered into the Recognizance, but owing to the delay occasioned by the 
previous disappointment, no magistrate could be had on that dav, so that the 
Recognizance was not taken till the following, w hich was one day too late ; so that 
if the House should, under the circumstances, be disposed to admit the Recogni- 
zance of Mr. Gernon, the whole proceedings hitherto required would be regular in 
point of form.
